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Soviets 
warn U.S. 
on placing 

of missiles 

MOSCOW, March 1 9 (Agencies) — The 
Soviet Union on Saturday threatened that 
“the security of the United States would also 
be impaired" if NATO begins deploying new 
American missiles in Western Europe as 
scheduled later this year. 

If the 572 Cruise and Pershing-2 missiles 
capable of reaching Soviet territory in six 
minutes are stationed as planned, “ the Soviet 
Union will have to adopt such measures in 
reply that would put U^. territory in an 
analogous position," the official news agency 
Tass said. 

“It would be totally illogical to believe that 
the USSR would deal the retaliatory blow of 
retribution only to European territory, leav- 
ing the United States intact," it said. 

The commentary was the fourth Soviet 
warning of retaliation in three days against 
the missiles, which are planned as a counter- 
force to Soviet SS-20 medium-range nuclear 
missiles aimed at Western Europe. 

Tass did not detail what steps the Soviets 
would take. But a leading Soviet expert on 
U.S. affairs, Georgi Arbatov, warned Thurs- 
day in Pravda that the NATO deployment 
would force the Soviets “not only to add to 
our missiles in Europe, but also to deploy 
them near American borders." 

Tass said “the stationing of American mis- 
siles in the immediate proximity of the ter- 
ritories of Socialist countries would only des- 
tabilize the military and political situation in 
the world dramatically and increase the risk 
of the outbreak of general nuclear catas- 
trophe. 

“The security of the United States would 
also be impaired." Western diplomats here 
say the latest Soviet statements indicate that 
the Kre mlin does not want any agreement at 
the Geneva talks on limiting European nuc- 
lear arms that would allow partial deploy- 
ment of the Pershing 2 and Cruise missiles. 

U.S. President Reagan conferred with key 
national security advisers Friday to consider 
possible jhanges in his ‘zero-zero* plan, 
administration officials said. 

. They stressed he was merely reviewing pol- 
icy and had not made any decision to go along 
with calls by allied leaders for an interim 
accord at the Geneva talks to remove some, 
but not all, U.S. and Soviet medium-range 
nuclear missiles in Europe. 

Administration officials said new options 
put to Reagan Friday included one to stand 
pat on the zero-zero option, another to 
include strategic bombers in the negotiations, 
and others to remove some of the medium- 
range missiles in place or planned for 
deployment in Western Europe. 

Some officials expressed doubt that 
Reagan would end his policy review before 
the current round in the Geneva negotiations 
adjourns on March 29.

Hussein says 

M.E. peace goal at crossroads 


LONDON. March 19 (Agencies) — King 
Hussein of Jordan Saturday said the coming 
days would be decisive for the Middle East 
peace process and revealed that he had “vis- 
ited Egypt twice" since Amman broke off 
relations with Cairo in 1979. 

The king was speaking at a press confer- 
ence closing the mission of a seven-man Arab 
League delegation that he led here to brief 
the British government on Arab peace prop- 
osals for the Middle East. 

He said the visit, which was delayed several 
times because of Britain's refusal to accept 
officials of the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization in the delegation, had been a “suc- 
cess." 

He said, however, that in a matter of days, 
“we will know exactly where we -stand" 
regarding Middle East negotiations as prop- 


osed by U.S. President Ronald Reagan, who 
suggested a confederation between Jordan 
and the Palestinians. 

King Hussein disclosed that he had “visited 
Egypt twice in the past when we did not have 
diplomatic relations and met President Hosni 
Mubarak. 

He said they “have been in touch, in con- 
stant contact" since Mubarak came to power 
in October 1981, adding that relations bet- 
ween the countries were “extremely dose." 

King Hussein said that U.S. credibility 
faced a difficult test and that time was run- 
ning out for progress toward peace _in the 
Middle East. 

“I believe for many reasons that we do not 
have much time before formidable obstades 
appear in the path of any possible progress 
toward peace," he told the news confer- 


French threat to quit EMS 


BRUSSELS, March 19 (AP) — French 
Finance Minister Jacques Delors said Satur- 
day that France would withdraw from the 
European Monetary System immediately 
unless it gets monetary and financial conces- 
sions from its partners. (Related story on page 
11 ) 

“If there's no progress, France will with- 
draw from the EMS tonight," Delors told 
reporters as he entered a special meeting to 
discuss a possible realignment of currencies 
within the monetary system. 

He rejected West German calls for a 
devaluation of the French franc and 
demanded instead an upvaluation of the 
West German mark against the other EMS 
currencies. 


Kohl coalition taking shape 

BONN, March 1 9 (R) — West Germany’s three coalition parties Saturday entered the final 
phase of negotiations on the shape of a new government. 

Controversial right-wing leader Franz Josef Strauss was said by aides in his Christian Social 
Union (CSU) party to be tempted by the prospect of becoming head of a ‘super 1 defense 
ministry, with the added title of vice chancellor. 

But they said that so long as he won sufficient policy concessions, he would be content to 
remain Bavarian state premier. After the 67-year-old Strauss demanded a cabinet post in the 
new government. Chancellor Helmut Kohl is reported to have offered him the defense 
ministry, with additional responsibility for security and disarmament. 

Strauss has so far expressed satisfaction over financial and political agreements between the 
coalition parties. Party sources said KohTs Christian Democrats (CDU) have accepted virtu- 
ally all the foreign policy changes demanded by Strauss. 

Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher, leader of the junior Free Democratic (FDP) 
coalition partner, was expected to argue against the changes Saturday though the weakness of 
his party after the March 6 general election gives him Utile leverage. 

The liberal FDP lost 19 Bundestag (lower house) seats and the strengthened CSU took its 
place as the second largest coalition party with 53 seats. 

Strauss has always coveted the foreign ministry. Kohl, however, has made it plain he intends 
to retain both Genscher and FDP Economics Minister Otto Lambsdorff in the continued 
center-right coalition. 

A Bavarian bank announced Thursday that Strauss was ready to accept a postion on its 
supervisory board, which would mean he would have to remain in Bavaria. Strauss may delay a 
formal announcement of his intentions until a special meeting of the CSU in Munich on 
Monday, party sources said. 

Meanwhile, Finance Minister Gerhard Stoltenbeig was expected to fly to Brussels for a 
meeting of European Community ministers on a probable realignment of currencies within the 
European Monetary System (EMS). 

Kohl and Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher are due in the Belgian capital Sunday 
night for a summit nf European Community heads of government.

Fresh violence 
erupts in Assam 

NEW DELHI, March 19 (Agencies) — 

Five bombs exploded in Gauhati, capital of 
the nonbeast Indian state of Assam, Friday 
night but caused little damage and no casual- 
ties, the Press Trust of India (PT1) news 
agency said Saturday. 

Two of the bombs were thrown into the 
offices of the government Press Information 
Bureau while the other blasts occurred near 
Gauhatf s Press Gub, a house in a residential 
suburb, and a shop. 

No one claimed responsibility for the 
explosions, the latest in a wave of violence in 
troubled Assam which has taken some 3,000 
lives in the past eight weeks. 

About 100 houses were burned down in 
Assam's Kamrup district Friday night, PTI 
reported. This was a major renewed violence 
to be reported from the northeastern frontier 
state after a relative lull for the past few days. 

Whispering lands 
Briton in jail 

LONDON, March 19 (AP) — A London 
magistrate demanded silence in court Friday 
and Michael O’Farrel kept on whispering. 

The magistrate pointed to the gallery and 
shouted, "take that man in the red shirt to the 
cells." 

Mark Romer, magistrate in the East Lon- 
don district of Qerkenwell, declared himself 
“sick of those sniggering people at the back. 

He told O’Farrel, an unemployed 28- 
year-old from the suburb of Hazel Grove 
who apparently was in court just to watch 
justice at work: “Your contempt of court 
constituted unruly behavior in the public gal- 
lery and you will go to prison for seven days." 

O’Farrel, aghast, managed to say: “I want 
to appeal." RomePs response to that: “take 
him away, jailer."

Anderson, whose column is syndicated in 
900 U.S. newspapers and who has made a 
reputation for scoops, said the U.S. govern- 
ment is “furious" about the new deal, which 
follows on a similar deal on the giant gas 
pipeline linking Siberia and Europe. 
Washington considers, Anderson wrote, that 
the second deal amounts to" another betrayal 
by Western businessmen and the allied gov- 
ernments that are encouraging them to do 
business with the Kremlin." 

The columnist added that “the White 
House is too embarrassed to make its dis- 
pleasure public." only last November, Presi- 
dent Reagan bad lifted sanctions against 
companies involved with the Siberia-Europe 
pipeline, declaring he had done so after an 
agreement bad been reached among the allies 
on new restrictive conditions in trade with the 
Soviets. 

The new pipeline contract was signed as far 
as France was concerned a month later, dip- 
lomatic sources said Saturday, adding the 
United States had been informed routinely. 
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‘Tm the most European minded minis ter 
of the French government," he said, but 
added: “1 have no intention of giving in" to 
West German pressure. 

Delors said he came to the meeting solely 
out of courtesy to his fellow European Com- 
munity ministers. 

“I didn't ask for this meeting at all. I don't 
see why France should take the full burden if 
others are in oxygen tents," Delors said — a 
reference to reluctance by other countries to 
devalue their currencies. 

Belgian, Italian and Danish representa- 
tives, whose currencies also are weak, said 
they too would not devalue. 

Delors declared: “As things stand now 
there' s no basis for an agreement whatsoever. 
For 20 years West Germany has revalued its 
currency unilaterally perhaps 10 times but I 
don’t see why they can't do it now. 

“If Germany doesn't want to give in, if it 
doesn’t want to be more pro-European, I 
understand them. They have their problems. 
But I won’t give in." 

Luxembourgh Finance Minister Jacques 
Santer and his Belgian counterpart WiDy De 
Clerq told reporters they would resist any 
devaluation of their francs, which are pegged 
at the same rate within the system. 

Tunisia, Algeria 
normalize links 

TUNIS. March 19 (R) — Tunisia and 
Algeria Saturday signed a treaty of friendship 
and concord to signal the normalization of 
relations after years of mutual distrust. 

The treaty was signed by Algerian Presi- 
dent Chad I i Benjedid on the second day of his 
first official visit to Tunisia and by President 
Habib Bourguiba. The two presidents also 
signed an accord delimiting their common 
frontier which had been in dispute at five 
points. After a ceremony in the presidential 
palace of Carthage, Algerian Foreign Minis- 
ter Ahmad Taleb Ibrahimi said signing the 
agreements was a historic moment. 

The new treaty is designed to avoid repeti- 
tions of incidents like the attack on the 
Tunisian mining town of Gafsa three years 
ago by Tunisian opponents who came from 
Libya via Algeria and a similar attempt at 
infiltration last year in the Kasserinc area, 
well-informed sources said.

The king and his mission came to Britain to 
explain an Arab League peace plan adopted 
at a s ummi t in Fez last September. The plan 
calls for an independent Palestinian state 
under the PLO but is seen as implicitly recog- 
nizing Israel's right to exist. 

But he said Israel continued occupation 
of Lebanon and its increased settlement in 
the occupied territories made the situation 
there extremely dangerous. The United 
States had a role to [day in helping to find a 
solution to these problems, he said. 

The king also said he would welcome any 
pressure that Britain or the European Com- 
munity might be able to put on Israel. He 
described their attitude so far as constructive. 

Mrs. Thatcher, whose opposition to a PLO 
representative led to postponement of the 
Arab visit last November, laid on a lavish 
welcome Friday of the sort more commonly 
associated with state occasions. 

Finland goes 
to polls today 

HELSINKI, March 19 (R) — Finland's 
conservatives are likely to make the biggest 
gains in two-day general elections starting 
Sunday but concern at reaction in the neigh- 
boring Soviet Union could keep them out of 
the ruling coalition, according to political 
analysts. 

The conservative coalition has been effec- 
tively excluded from government for the past 
17 years. Its opponents created the impres- 
sion it might not be acceptable to Moscow 
and the conservatives themselves did not 
press hard for power during that time. 

The urban-bued party, which has doubled 
its backing since 1966 as Finns have moved 
from the countryside to the towns, is now 
forecast to add around 10 seats to its present 
46 in the 200-member parliament, with 
around 25 percent of the vote. 

“If the conservatives reach this figure, 
pressure will mount for their inclusion in the 
government," said one commentator. 

Moscow, which occasionally publishes 
oblique commentaries on Finnish domestic 
politics, has confined itself so far to reporting 
the currnet state of the parties. 

Conservative leader Hkka Suominen, 43, 
has stressed his allegiance to Helsinki’s cur- 
rent policy of co-operation with Moscow and 
strict neutrality, the basis on which Finland 
has been able to develop as a Western-style 
capitalst democracy while sharing a 1,300- 
Idlometer border with the USSR. 
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Approval given for new 
Health Ministry system 


RIYADH, March 19 (SPA) — A new sys- 
tem designed to reorganize the Health Minis- 
try and establish two new agencies which will 
oversee executive, planning and develop- 
ment matters was announced Saturday. Sev- 
eral departments have been renamed in 
accordance with their functions in the fields 
of protection, treatment and non-medical 
support sendees. 

According to acting Health Minister Dr. 
G hazi Algosaibi, royal approval has been 
granted for reorganization efforts proposed 
by the Higher Adminis tration Reform Com- 
mittee. 

In an interview with SPA, the minister said 
the royal approval is based on Ring Fahcf s 
and Crown Prince Abdullah's keenness to 
develop and provide the best medical sendees 
to all citizens in the Kingdom. He added that 
the new system of the Health Ministry aims to 
boost the administrative body by using the 
latest organizational methods linked with the 
admini strative command unit to avoid dupli- 
cation and facilitate contact between 
department beads and their subordinates. 

The new system calls on the ministry’s cen- 


tral body to cany out general planning for 
medical and health services in the Kingdom 
in dose cooperation with officials in various 
health fields, taking into account decentral- 
ization in. implementation. 

On this basis, Dr. Algosaibi said, two 
agencies have been set up in the ministry, one 
entrusted with executive matters and the 
other with planning and development mat- 
ters. He added that several departments have 
been renamed in accordance with their func- 
tions in the field of protection, treatment and 
in non-medical supporting services. Great 
attention has been paid to the services of 
private hospitals and the drug sector in regard 
to licenses, tec hnical control and medicine 
quality control. 

Dr. Algosaibi explained that in order to 
achieve efficiency and raise the standard of 
health and medical services, the new system 
adopts adminis trative levels suitable for each 
department in accordance with the size and 
kind of its responsibilities while stressing con- 
tinued supervision, control and guidance, 
starting with the central body and ending with 
public and private hospitals, clinics, 
laboratories and pharmacies.

JEDDAH, March 19 — A Saudi Arabian 
national has fallen victim to a crook from an 
Arab country who stole 80 milli on French 
francs ($13.8 million) from a Paris bank and 
vanished. 

Al -Madtnah reported that a factory-owner 
in Taif gave power of attorney to tbe director 
of his plant. Although tbe document exclu- 
sively concerned factory administration, the 
director used it to borrow tbe money from a 
Paris bank. 

Tbe Taif Chamber of Commerce and Indus- 
try has taken a firm stance on the matter. The 
head of tbe legal department of tbe Jeddab 
Chamber of Commerce, Mustafa Sabri, took 
op the matter with the French commercial 
attache when the Bench bank began request- 
ing reimbursement for tbe loan from the 
Saudi Arabian businessman. Sabri pointed 
out to the attache that the document had not 
been validated by the Saudi Arabian 
Embassy, the Foreign Ministry, or any legal 
authority except a court scribe in Taif.

Computer model 
to be produced 
soon in Jeddah 

DHAHRAN, March 1 9 (SPA) — Compu- 
ter equipment and accessories will be man- 
ufactured at a new factory in Jeddah which 
was licensed last week by tbe Ministry of 
Industry and Electricity. 

Dr. Rida Siraj Al-Thiqa, dean of the 
Higher Studies College at tbe University of 
Petroleum and Minerals (UPM), designed 
the first model of the Al-Farabi completely 
Arabic computer system. 

The factory will begin actual production 
next year and is designed to have a produc- 
tion capacity of 2400 computers per yeai. 
The factory, the first of its kind in the Arab 
and Islamic world will usher the Kingdom 
into the field of advanced technology.

W. Province 
visa checks 
net 16,000 

JEDDAH, March 19 —More than 16,000 
illegal residents were arrested in tbe Western 
Province in two months, Al Wad reported 
Saturday. Brig. Yusotif Fadel, the head of 
Jeddah Passport and Visa Department, said 
that most of the overstayexs provided the 
same excuse, either that they were hunting 
for jobs, or that they wanted to stay near the 
holy places. 

Brig. Fadel said that tbe problem of people 
refusing to leave tbe Kingdom after perform- 
ing their pilgrimage or Umrah or visiting their 
relatives or when their contracts had expired 
was a real one. Despite aD the legislation 
publicized by the Interior Ministry and warn- 
ings and deterrent measures, people are stiD 
overstaying, especially in big cities. He hailed 
the cooperation between his department and 
the police here and in Makkah, in particular. 

The official said that surprise Iqama (legal 
stay permit) or valid visa checks are continu- 
ing at all times and in all places. He regretted 
the connivance of some Saudi Arabian 
nationals with those overstayers to help them 
break the law. People allow the illegal resi- 
dents to dwell in their property despite the 
fact that they know about the expiry of their 
visas. They pay no heed to the penalties they 
themselves might sustain by concealing those 
illegal residents. He therefore blamed the 
country’s nationals in the first place for the 
disturbing phenomenon. 

Brig. Fadel said, however, that those 
arrested were always given a chance to collect 
their luggage or belongings and to retrieve 
compensation from companies or people 
they dealt with. They were then deported to 
their countries of origin in cooperation with 
Saudi Arabian Airlines (Saudia), he added.

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NEW YORK, March 19 (AP)— “More 
military aid for Turkey will «eep Russia at 
bay," an American business magazine says, 
and the U.S. Congress faces “a critical mid- 
March decision" concerning that question. 

President Ronald Reagan's administra- 
tion, Busman Weds, notes in its issue dated 
March 28, “has boosted the military-bid 
request for Turkey’s 500, 000-member army 
to $ 755 millioa this year from $546.9 million 
in 1981 to keep Ankara's largely Korean-war 
vintage weapons from rusting into total 
obsolescence." 

"The Turks., .are crucial to Washington's 
worldwide strategy. Yet turning Turkey into 
a major player in halting Soviet imperialism 
has been stymied by hostile congressional 
reaction,” the periodical says in its interna- 
tional outlook section. 

“This is largely because of...tbe extraordi- 
nary power of the Greek lobby in Con- 
gress... This bloc is as potent as the Jewish 
lobby for Israel. The Pentagon is limited by 
the demand by congressional friends of 
Greece that seven dollars must be given to 
Athens for every ten dollars to Ankara. This 
year the argument is compounded by events 
in Athens, where Socialist Prime Minister 
Andreas Papandreou has been using U.S. 
NATO bases in Greece as a whipping boy.

LONDON, March 19 (R) — Six months 
after President Reagan and Arab countries 
announced path-breaking plans for Middle 
East peace, negotiations to settle the Arab- 
Israeli conflict are no nearer. 

Arab -British talks in London Friday 
rounded off an Arab League canipaigQ to 
brief world leaders on Arab peace proposals 
worked out last September at Fez, Morocco. 

Two weeks earlier. President Reagan had 
announced his own plan to bring durable 
peace to a region tom by conflict for the past 
35 years. 

Both plans provided for different types of 
Palestinian administration in Israeli-held ter- 
ritories and showed promise of forming a 
basis for a compromise Middle East settle- 
ment. But six months of tortuous diplomacy 
have done little to further either scheme. 

Concern is growing that both may be bead- 
ing for a well-stocked dustpQe of abortive 
Middle East peace efforts unless ways are 
found soon to break a wall of Israeli resis- 
tance which Washington seems unable to 
budge. 

Reagan’s proposals won a measure of 
Western support because they contained a 
new U.S. formula — Palestinian self-rule in 
association with Jordan in the West Bank of 
the Jordan and Gaza Strip — and called for 
Israeli withdrawal from these territories cap- 
tured in 1967. 

Most Arab countries rejected the U.S. plan 
because it stopped short of their cherished 
goal of an independent Palestinian state. But 
King Hussein of Jordan welcomed tbe 
Reagan Plan and the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) guardedly agreed to 
give it a chance.

The Arab League's own proposals were 
widely hailed as a step forward because they 
implied collective recognition of Israels right 
to exist. 

It appeared as though the two plans might 
give new momentum to the stalled Middle 
East peace process. But initial optimism has 
proved unfounded, and supporters of both 
sets of proposals feel time is running out. 

They are concerned that Arab readiness to 
explore peace avenues is being undermined 
by Israel’s forging ahead with intensified Jew- 
ish settlement of the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

They are worried about Washington's 
apparent inability to change Israef s stand, 
and the probability that Arab attitudes will 
harden if it persists. 

In addition, two-month-old U-S.-Israeli- 
Lebanese talks aimed ar securing a with- 
drawal of Israeli and other foreign forces 
from Lebanon are bogged down. 

Looking ahead, Arab leaders interested in 


pursuing tbe peace process want action 
before Washington becomes too preoccupied 
by the run-up to the 1984 preside nt ia l elec- 
tion. 

The next moves could follow London talks, 
which end a series of meetings in which the 
Arab League has explained the Fez proposals 
to the five permanent members of the United 
Nations Security Council. 

Jordan and the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) have already discussed 
tbe outline of a future Palestinian-Jor rlani a n 
confederation in the West Bank in the 
framework of president Reagan's plan. 

The next step is a decision on who should 
speak on behalf of the Palestinians, dispersed 
throughout the Arab world, in any future 
negotiations. Because the United States does 
not recognize tbe PLO, efforts have been 
centered on forming a joint delegation of 
Jordanian and Palestinian envoys led by King 
Hussein.

Meanwhile, Carter arrived in Morocco 
Saturday for a two-day private visit on his 
way home from a Middle East tour, be is due 
to meet King Hassan in the city of Fez Sunday 
before returning to the U.S. 

Earlier in Damascus Garter said Jordan 
and the Palestinians would greatly strengthen 
Washi ngton's hand in dealing with Israel if 
they said they were willing to join Middle 
East peace talks.

Libya reiterates

UNTIED NATIONS, March 19 (R) — 
Libya has denied Chadian allegations of 
aggression but reiterated its claim to the dis- 
puted Aouzou region. 

Libya's United Nations representative Ali 
Treiki dismissed the charges in a letter to the 
President of the Security Council, Sir John 
Thomson of Britain who has been conferring 
on a Chadian request for a meeting on 
Libya's role in the Central African country. 

The government of President Hissene 
Habre had accused Libya of repeated acts of 
aggression and of occupying the uranram- 
rich Aouzou strip of Chad for the last 10 
years. No date has yet been set for the meet- 
ing. 

Treiki said his country had no ambitions on 
the territory of other countries but would not 
relinquish an inch of its own. 

"The Aouzou sector is an intergral part of 
Libyan territory, its inhabitants are Libyans 
and they have held Libyan identity cards 
since independence, he added. 

Treiki said Chad’s request for a council 
meeting was an interference in Libya’s inter- 
nal affairs and an unfriendly act 

Chad’s aim was to divert world opinion 
from fighting in the country between the 
“rebel traces controlling the capital” and 
what he called the forces of the legitimate 
government, led by ousted Libyan-backed 
President Goukouni OueddeL

BEIRUT (R) — Two suitcases full of 
explosives were found at the Libyan Embassy 
in Beirut Saturday and defused by army 
experts, security sources said.

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Another 5 sentenced 
to die in Guatemala 


GUATEMALA CITY, March 19 (AP) — 
Five Guatemalans, including two former 
members of the army, have been tried and 
sentenced to death by a secret tribunal that 
found them guilty of murder and multiple 
counts of rape, kidnapping and robbery. 

The judicial decision announced Friday 
night did not set a date for executions of the 
five as their case win be heard by an appellate 
court before the sentence can be carried out, 
a statement from the presidential press office 
said. 

It said the five were convicted of a long list 
of crimes including the Feb. 3 stabbing death 
of an army officer on a subsequent attack on a 
woman that has left her “between life and 
death" at a hospital here. 

In addition to beating the woman “sav- 
agely" after robbing her home, the assailants 
shot her in the face, the press bulletin said. 

The convicted men were indentified as 
Mario Ramiro Martinez Gonzalez. Rony 
Alfredo Martinez Gonzalez, Otto Virula 


Ayala and former army members Jesus Enri- 
que Velasquez Gutierrez and Julio Cesar 
Herrera Cardona. 

Ranks of the former soldiers were not dis- 
closed and it was not dear if they were 
enlisted when they participated in the crimes. 

Under a state of national emergency in 
effect since July 1, people suspected of 
involvement with leftist guerrillas or terrorist 
groups in general are tried by secret tribunals 
and subject to death sentences for kidnap- 
ping, murder or terrorism. 

Since last September. 10 persons have 
been executed by firing sqauds after they 
were convicted of terrorist-related crimes by 
the tribunals. 

The latesr executions, involving six con- 
victed terrorists, took place March 3, three 
days before Pope John Paul II visited this 
nation as part of his nine-day tour of Central 
America. The pope bad made a personal plea 
for mercy for the six. 


Newsweek report defended 


JOHANNESBURG, March 19 (Agen- 
cies) — Holger Jensen, Johannesburg bureau 
chief of the U.S. news magazine Newsweek 
defended his view that the quality of life of 
most South African blacks had deteriorated 
under Prime Minister Pieter Botha. 

His strong criticism of South Africa, which 
Newsweek featured as its cover story in its 
latest edition, provoked a virulent reaction 
from the government. Press reports Friday 
quoted Jensen as saying that a government 
representative had warned him that the arti- 
cle could have unspecified “serious repercus- 
sions." 

Jensen was recently expelled from Zim- 
babwe over a story he wrote on violence in 
the southwest province of Matabeleland, and 
observers said be could end up being ordered 
out of South Africa as well. Jensen, who was 
wounded several times in the Vietnam War, 
was also thrown out of the Soviet Union 18 
months after going to Moscow for the 
Associated Press news agency. 

He conceded that the article had contained 
a number of errors, which he put down to 
priming or editing the original text. But he 
stuck by his opinion that there had been no 
real improvement in South Africa for blacks.

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6 Tanzanians Rights group accuses

DARES SALAAM , March 19 (AFP) — 
The Tanzanian government admitted that six 
junior airmen had sought political asylum in 
the Indian Ocean Comoros Islands after ste- 
aling a light military aircraft from southern 
Tanzanian 1 air port of Mtwara. 

A statement issued here Friday by the Tan- 
zanian Foreign Office said that the plane, 
commandeered by trainee pilot Pascal 
Maganga Nzuki, flew to the Comoran capital 
of Moron early Thursday, and the Comoran 
authorities were conducting an investigation 
into the incident. 

Arrangements are undersood to be under 
way to return the Tanzanian Cessna 310, 
which belong to the Tanzanian defense 
forces. “Consultations are still continuing 
between our two governments over the 
issue," the statement added. 

The five other fugitives were ail aircraft 
technicians. The Tanzanian government was 
officially informed of the incident by the 
Comoran authorities earlier Friday. 

Reports from Moroni said that the stolen 
aircraft had crash-landed and the fugitives 
bad sought asylum, but the Comoran 
authorities declined to make any decision 
until they had sought more information from 
Tanzania . 

It was the second time in a year that Tanza- 
nians had sought asylum abroad by hijacking 
an aircraft. Early last year five men aged bet- 
ween 20 and 27 forced a Boeing 737 to fly to 
Britain, via a number of African and Middle 
East countries. The five, who claimed mem- 
bership of a previously unknown Revolutio- 
nary Youth Movement of Tanzania, sought 
political asylum after surrendering to the Brit- 
ish authorities but were later tried for air 
piracy and jailed. 

Four other T anzanians , suspected of hav- 
ing had prior knowledge of the hijacking plot 
are currently on trial at Tanzania's Lake Vic- 
toria shore town of Mwanza for allegedly aid- 
ing the hijackers. 


LONDON, March 19 (AFP) — The 
Anti-Slavery Society has accused Philippines 
President Ferdinand Marcos of practicing a 
policy of “ethnocide” against minority peo- 
ples occupying lands sought by business 
interests. The charge was made in a major 
report published by the 142-year-old society, 
the world’s oldest human rights organization. 

It said that 6.5 million Filipinos belonging 
to 50 indigenous minorities were under 
threat of extinction because they lived on 
lands rich in resources which political and 
financial interests wanted to exploit 

Although these areas in remote parts of the 
Philippines were the ancestral lands of indi- 
genous peoples, the occupants were treated 
as squatters, the 192-page report said. They 
were “victims of both individual and systema- 
tic discrimination,'' it said. 

“They stand isolated and vulnerable — 
vulnerable in particular to seizure of their 
land and abuse of their rights by forces of big 
business in cooperation with a Philippine 


elite backed by military power,” the Anti- 
Slavery Society said. 

The society accused President Marcos of 
contempt for human rights, noting that in the 
e ight y ear s from 1972 to January 1981 his 


re: 


Since then Marcos had given the army 
special powers to help further the country* s 
economic development “at the cost of basic 
human and political rights." 

The report said that the president had 
acted under the pretext that on the road to 
economic “ takeoff,' ’ the Philippines " cannot 
afford the time-consuming and laborious 
process involved in the protection of basic 
human rights. 

The Anti-Slavery Society, which has con- 
sultative status with the United Nations 
Economic and Social Council, campaigns 
against the remaining pockets of chattel slav- 
ery in the world, as well as against debt bon- 
dage, ch ild labor and the persecution of indi- 
genous peoples. -

After all the problems and delays, the Arab League delegation 
finally arrived in London Thursday to explain to the British govern- 
ment the Middle Hast peace plan put forward at last September’s Fez 
summit. Somewhat late, of course, considering that a lot of water has 
flowed underneath the bridge since then — but that was hardly the 
Arabs' fault 

Everyone must be delighted that the mission has now finally taken 
place. Not only has it taken the sting out of what threatened to 
become a festering wound in Arab-British relations, it has turned out 
to be something of a moral victory for the Arabs which can be 
exploited to good advantage. 

Britain’s prime minister, Mrs. Thatcher, who has been assiduously 
wooed by the Jewish lobby recently, came out strongly in support of 
Palestinian self-determination at a Downing Street lunch for the 
mission on Friday and on the same day Francis Pym, the foreign 
secretary, was to be seen on British television praising Arab states- 
manship and the peace plan — contrasting them with Israels con- 
tinued occupation in Lebanon. 

But only hours before the mission arrived, there were many voices 
opposed to it being sent To do so, they said, would be to give in to 
Mrs. Thatcher’s intolerable — and for many, insulting — demands of 
the PLO. It was her sudden refusal to accept a PLO representative 
that caused the delays in the first place. 

Mrs. Thatcher does have the right, of course, like any other leader, 
to decide on whom she wants to see. No one disputes this. But faced 
with such grim determination on the make-up of the mission, it was 
the Arabs who had to make all the compromises. 

On the face of it, it seems that Mrs. Thatcher had her own way. 
Walid Khaiidi, the Palestinian representative in the group, is not a 
member of the PLO, though be is a memberof the Palestine National 
Council. But few were taken in by this diplomatic nicety. Everyone 
knew that as an adviser to the PLO chairman, Khaiidi was there not 
merely with Yassir Arafat’s blessing but under his actual direction. 

The decision to include Khaiidi was both wise and shrewd, 
although it was not finally deckled untfl a couple of days before the 
group arrived in London. He hit the right note in meetings with both 
Mrs. Thatcher and Francis Pym, taking a prominant part, and Mrs. 
Thatcher wanned to him. This should be very valuable in future. 
Once she takes to somebody, she stands by them regardless of what 
others say. The “others” in this case will be the Americans and the 
Israelis. 

The importance of this is that although Washington is the key to 
the Middle East, Britain is still very much a key to W ashingto n; both 
the administration and American public opinion set greater store mi 
what the British think and say than on anyone else in the world. This 
is why there has been such intense lobbying going on in London 
between the Palestinians and the Israelis. By undertaking the mission 
in the lace of Mrs. Thatcher's apparent intransigence a«rf iq efnrfing 
Walid Khaiidi in it, another victory has been notched up for the 
Palestinians in the lobby war in London. 

Nor should it be forgotten that the victory was won by the prac- 
titioners of compromise and moderation. Mrs. Thatcher may have 
tried to set the tone of the mission by insisting that no PLO member 
be included but in the end she has still been wooed in the very 
direction she did not intend to take. One has to consider that it might 
not have happened had there been a proper PLO representative is 
the group; she would have then bees much more on her guard. 

The lesson is clear; compromise is still a winner for those who 
practice it — especially when it conies to international relations.

Palestine issue calls for international action

LONDON — 

The Middle East situation is now much more 
dangerous than ever. The present Israeli govern- 
ment, in spite of serious misgivings and opposition 
amongst its own people and in defiance of world 
opinion, presses on with policies of aggression and 
repression. 

But President Reagan is apparently unable to 
stop Prime Minister Begin who is enabled and 
encouraged to pursue his policies by continuing 
massive supplies of American arms and money. 
These are consequently two overriding factors in 
the Middle East situation — Israeli obstinacy and 
apparent American helplessness. One result is that 
the attempt to persuade King Hussein to intervene 
obviously cannot succeed while Begin persists in 
accelerating the colonization of the West Bank. 

Another obvious result is that moderate opinion 
amongst the Palestinians, which would be very 
strongly encouraged if there were any prospect of 
Palestinian self-determination in a homeland of 
their own, is discouraged and confused. So now all 
roads to peaceful settlement seem blocked and the 
prospect of more terrible conflict looms ahead, with 
the fear of superpower confrontation.

BERLIN, EL SALVADOR — 

The outstretched hands of the U.S. Agency for 
International Development (AID) are everywhere 
in this shell-shocked city. 

Less than six weeks after Berlin was laid waste by 
government rockets and guerrilla torches, the red, 
white and Hue AID project signs — tidily painted 
sumbols of the Americanization of the war — mark 
it as a new model of Washington’s efforts to set 
things straight in El Salvador. The United States 
and the government it backs in this country are 
planning what they hope will be a decisive campaign 
of military and civic action here in Usulutan pro- 
vince and nearby San Vincente. Although Berlin is 
not part of die grand strategy, which probably will 
not begin for several more weeks or possibly 
months, its reconstruction is cleariy intended to 
show right away what Washington can do when it 
decides to do good. 

Mayor Santiango Yazbek is dearly pleased with 
the latest turn of events. He expects $3 million to be 
pumped into this town of, at most, 40,000 persons, 
over the next few months. The American ambas- 
sador helicoptered in last week (landing in the 
cemeteiy) to pay his respects, and even before that 
an influential member of the U.S. Congress had 
dropped by to see what bad happened here and 
what was required. 

“The most famous mayor in El Salvador is out in 
the street sleeping on a borrowed bed,” Yazbek 
said in response to a bit of flattery. His home was 
burned by the rebels. “But we are struggling and we 
have sources of work now, which is what we need.” 
One AID public health program is busily cleaning 
out stagnant water and exhuming about 1 S corpses, 
mostly solidiers, hastily buried around the dty dur- 
ing the fighting. But there is also AID money for 
rubble removal, for building sewers and rain water 
collection systems and new housing, among other 
things. Some of the construction had been on the

While the letter from the director of public 
relations, Mr. Mutlaq Al-Assaf, explains how social 
insurance works, it does not answer the criticism of 
enforced contributions and forfeiture of control.

disaster? I suggest that the hope must be in interna- 
tional intervention. The world danger is now too 
great to be left in the hands of the United States 
alone. President Reagan’s September declaration 
had much to commend it It had one main fault, and 
that a vital one. It offered the Palestinians “self- 
government” but denied them the right of self- 
determination. How self-government can be 
granted without self-determination may well be 
regarded as quite ridiculous, but the attempted dis- 
tinction is nevertheless fundamental. The Palesti- 
nians can never be expected to accept a homeland in 
winch they could decide their own future. But h is 
no good arguing now about the terms of President 
Reagan’s September declaration. It was totally 
rejected by the Begin government and the creation 
of new settlements on the West Bank has not been 
stopped: it has been speeded up. 

So wbat can be done now? I suggest that the 
situation is now so serious and so dangerous and so 
urgent that drastic international action is now 
essential. And I believe that international agree- 
ment is attainable on what should be done. A good 
start would be to approve the resolution put for- 
ward in the Security Council some time ago by 
France and Egypt calling for mutual recognition 
between Israel and the Palestinians, and for the 
right of all states in the area to live in security. 

Then there could be a restatement of the basic 


provisions of the unanimous Resolution 242 of 
1967 — “inadmissibility of acquisition of territory 
by war” and withdrawal from territories occupied 
by Israel in the 1 967 conflict and “acknowledgment 
of the sovereignty territorial integrity and political 
independence of every state in the area and their 
right to live in peace within secure and recognized 
boundaries free from threats or acts of force.” 

What should be added? Provision for Palestinian 
self-determination in their own homeland (within 
the 1 967 boundaries subject to detailed negotiation 
on the frontier). These purposes are already widely 
accepted. I suggest that they should now be interna- 
tionally endorsed to bring freedom to the Palesti- 
nians in their own homeland and security to Israelis 
in theirs. And the backing of overwhelming interna- 
tional agreement would justify the strongest meas- 
ures to give effect to the concerted decisions of the 
United Nations. 

The all-important question is whether the United 
States government wfll be prepared to participate in 
such an international endeavor to save the Middle 
East from further suffering and future conflict. The 
United States government will need some convinc- 
ing, to say the least. The Reagan regime has not 
willingly sought agreement and action in the United 
Nations. It does not welcome Soviet participation in 
the Security Council. But the alternative of dead- 
lock and conflict in the Middle East is now so dread-

Aliens’ trickling back to Nigeria in search of jobs

LAGOSfLOS) — At Murtala Muhammad 
International Airport outside the Nigerian 
capital, a smartly uniformed policeman 
raisetl his stick. “You people behave yourse- 
-tvefc or PB pull you in," he told a group of 
newly arrived passengers from Ghana. 

They stood patiently, full of trepidation, 
bolding the yellow travel documents of the 
Economic Community of West African 
States, ECOWAS. 

ECOWAS passes should entitle holders to 
enter any memberstate for up to 90 days. The 
passengers who were screened bad come 
from the Ghanaian capital of Accra. Barely 
two months after being expelled in a dramatic 
exodus, the “aliens'* are trickling back in 
search of their old jobs. 

Why? Because, as 28-year-old factory 
weaker Ebeniza Watara put it, “here at least 
you can survive if you get a job. In Ghana 
there is no food and no jobs." 

Being allowed into Nigeria is merely the 
first step. Finding a job can be much more 
difficult. Overcoming Nigerian hostility is a 
permanent and often humiliating problem. 

The Nigerian government has realized that 
the mass expulsion of over a mil bon “illegal 
immigrants" harmed a number of sectors of 
the country's ailing economy. That is why a 
number of skilled Ghanaians are being 
allowed to return. They are warned that if 
they intend to stay beyond the three-month 
period, they should “regularize their situa- 
tion” . . 

■ In. practical terms, that means it is up to 
their employers to apply for work permits on 
their behalf. Many employers wfll because a 
skilled worker is not easy to replace and those 
Nigerians who are available usually demand 
much higher pay than the hapless Ghanaians. 

To date, few of the 7,000 Ghanaian steve- 
dores who left Lagos harbor have been 
replaced. A number of smaller construction 
firms have lost up to 90 percent of their work- 
force; their businesses have simply come to a 
halt. ... 

The expulsion order was selective from the 
be ginning - Most of the 30,000 teachers from 
Ghana remained, although some did not have 
work' pennies. Equally, the Ajakouta Steel 
Project had asked the government for per- 
mission to retain its foreigners in order not to 
disrupt production. The steel industry is one 
of Nigeria’s economic priorities. 

It is impossible to ‘ find out how many 
Ghanaians, citizens of Beni n or Upper Volta 


have come back so far. They can cross the 
bush frontier, which often exists on maps 
only, without ECOWAS papers. 

Those who arrive by plane make sure their 
travel documents and vaccination certificates 
are in order. Often “letters of invitation” 
are asked for. 

The January expulsion seriously damaged 
Nigeria’s image in West Africa and in much 
of the world. It caused lame explanations by 
Interior Secretary Aii Baba that the expelled 
aliens “had no identity papers and that is why 


the ECOWAS protocol on free movement 
was irrelevant.'’ 

There is no doubt here that the whole affair 
was a political stunt before the August gen- 
eral elections. The expulsion of foreigners 
appealed to foe Nigerians, and the atmos- 
phere of xenophobia has been fueled by the 
Nigerian press, which continues to warn of 
“the foreign menace." 

The expulsion of the ‘menace’ was most 
popular among lower class Nigerians, the 
slum dwellers who had to jostle for casual 


work and scarce accommodation with the 
foreigners. 

The middle classes, however, are far from 
pleased. Their Beninois cooks have gone. So 
have their Togolese stewards, their Ghanaian 
chauffeurs and their Chad property guards. 
But, according to one observer, “they are 
suffering in silence.*' 

House-help is now both scarce and expen- 
sive. Northern Hausas, who have tradition- 
ally dominated night-watchmen’s jobs, are 
now asking for as much as 300 naira ($420) a 
month — the salary of a Nigerian graduate. 


Lynx link in Italy’s anti-rabies chain

GRAN PARADISO, Italy (R) — Sharp- 
fanged border guards from Transylvania will 
soon be patrolling the forests and mountains 
of Italy’s Gran Paradiso National Park. 

But it will be the lynx, and not descendants 
of the legendary Count Dracula, who will 
stalk the woods preying on sick animals or 
rabid foxes crossing the border from France. 

The cold-eyed feline is part of a wildlife 
swap among Italy, Romania, Bulgaria and 
Yugoslavia. Gran Paradiso plans to take 12 
of them and other locally extinct or 
endangered species in exchange for 60 of 
their 4,000 Ibex mountain goats. 

“The lynx will be a barrier against rabies 
from France, said park health inspector Vit- 
torio Peracino. “Foxes, which cany the dis- 
ease, are very mobile but they won’t be able 
to cross the lynx’s land. 

“He stakes out his territory and patrols it 
every day against competition from other 
carnivores, such as the fox.” 

The Romanians have so far caught three 
males and three females in the Transylvanian 
Alps and Peracino hopes they will be here in 
time to give birth on Italian soil. 

The European lynx has cousins in Spain 
and in North America, where it is known as 
the bobcat. Stocky and powerful, with a thick 
mottled coat, it can measure more than a 
meter (three feet) from its whiskers to its 
characteristic stubby tail. 

Trigger-happy hunters, encouraged by a 
royal bounty, wiped out the lynx here 60 
years ago, along with bears and wolves, and 
left the park without meat eaters to pick off 
weak or sick animals which pass on their Al- 
nesses, Peracino said. 

The newly introduced lynxes will prey on 
animals sufferi ng from a n epide mic of con-

junctivitis, an eye disease currently infecting 
the park, and prevent other diseases such as 
scabies from spreading, he said. 

If the destruction of the big carnivores is a 
shameful chapter in Italy’s history, the survi- 
val in abundance of the shaggy-coated ibex is 
a success story. This large mountain goat with 
its long, gracefully curved, knobbly horns, 
was hunted to extinction elsewhere. 

Gran Paradiso ibex were the last in Europe 
and are now sought by other European coun- 
tries keen on re-establishing their own herds. 


More than 300 have already been sent 
abroad. 

Peradno says he has found good homes for 
the ibex in Romania's Transylvanian Alps 
and in the Rila mountains south of Sofia, 
which are strictly protected because they 
provide water for the Bulgarian capital. 

The terms of the swap with Eastern Europe 
indicate the rarity value of the ibex, which has 
established itself in Austria, Switzerland, 
Yugoslavia and France in recent years.

U.S., EEC inching 
toward farm accord 


WASHINGTON, March 29 (R) — The 
United States and European Community 
were stated to have made some progress 
toward settling disputes over agriculture 
which it is feared could escalate into an all- 
out trans-Atlantic trade war. 

The two sides held two sessions Thursday 
night and early Friday at an isolated planta- 
tion SO miles (80 kra) outside Washington 
and decided on another round at working- 


group level. 


Egypt gets $32m 
credit from U.S . 


WASHINGTON, March 19 (AF) — 
I Egypt has been extended an additional 
$32.5 mini on in special credit to buy U.S. 
farm products, the U.S. Agriculture 
Department said Friday. 

The so-called “ blended credit” package 
includes $6.5 milli on in direct interest- 
free loans and $26 million in guaranteed 
loans at commercial bank rates. Officials 
said Egypt will use the new credit to buy 
$20 million worth of corn, $4.5 million 
worth of livestock semen and $6 milli on 
worth of lumber. 

Last fell Egypt received an initial spe- 
cial credit package totaling $110 million 
to buy U.S. agricultural products. 

In addition to this, the U.S. government 
in January announced the subsidized sale 
of 1 mill ion metric com of U.S. wheat flour 
to Egypt, a market which had been domi- 
nated by France. Loans guarantees of $70 
to $117.7 million were provided for tbe 
sale. 


A joint statement after Friday talks said a 
common desire had emerged to end the ten- 
sions. Tbe constructive spirit in which they 
have been held seems to be a good basis for 
further work,” the statement added. Tbe 
talks had earlier been described by a com- 
munity spokeswoman as “a last-ditch effort 1 
to solve tbe dispute. 

Tbe United States bitterly complains that 
European export subsidies estimated at $7 
billion a year have resulted in low sales of 
American farm products. 

U .S. and European policymakers agreed in 
December to negotiations, but talks in Janu- 
ary and in February failed to ease tbe ten- 
sions. The community official said: “They 
made some progress and there was some 
opening, but there stiQ s a lot more to be 
done.” U.S. officials said tbe two skies agreed 
not to divulge any details of the negotiations. 

U.S. officials have urged an early settle- 
ment of tbe dispute in an attempt to bead off 
legislation before Congress which calls for 
retaliatory actions, including the dumping of 
surplus American dairy products on the 
world market. 

They also want to prevent a possible dis- 
ruption of tbe economic summit meeting of 
Western industrial nations and Japan in May 
at Williamsburg, Virginia. 

Tbe Europeans requested tbe consulta- 
tions in view of tbe recent sale of one million 
tons of subsidized American flour to Egypt 
and threats of further low-priced U .S. sales to 
match the Europeans. 

However, in Brussels, diplomats said the 
U.S. has dashed European Community hopes 
of an early settlement of the conflict and said 
it could not rule out further subsidies to pro- 
tect its farm exports.

KUALA LUMPUR, March 19 ( AP) — 
i Malaysia's government-run National Pet- 
roleum Corporation (Petrinas) has cat its 
oil price by $5.50 per barrel back dated to 
Feb. 1 to keep in line with the recent 
OPEC slashes, oil industry sources said 
Friday.

Purse-bulging consumers wary of spending 


LONDON, March 19 (AP) — British Pet- 
roleum’s after-tax profits fell sharply in 1982 
to 13 billion pounds ($1.8 billion) from 1.6 
billion ($2.43 billion) tbe year before, the 
company has announced. 

The ofl. chemical and mineral giant, 39 
percent owned by tbe British government, 
said total sales declined from 29.75 billion 
pounds ($44.6 billion) in 1981 to 2334 bil- 
lion pounds ($44 billion) last year because of 
tbe world recession and oil glut. 

The board of directors said in a statement, 
“there are signs of improvement in general 
econom ic ac tivity in tbe first months of 1983.” 

The duectors expressed the hope that the 
price and production accord announced 
Monday by tbe Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries would “help to reduce 
uncertainty and provide a further stimulus to 
growth.” 

Last week, however, BP said in a statement 
that the new benchmark price of $29 a barrel 
announced by OPEC would not bold and 
further price cuts were inevitable. The com- 
pany said its pre-tax profits fell to 23 billion 
pounds ($33 billion) in 1982 from 2.4 billion 
pounds ($3.6 Billion) the year before. 


NEW YORK, March 19 (AP) — Ameri can consumers may still be 
in a cautious mood after the recession of tbe past year and a h*if 

But Wall Street analysts figure they have the means at their dis- 
posal to step up their spending si gnifican tly in tbe mouths 
providing new momentum for economic recovery. 

“Consumers are being engulfed by a rising tide of purchasing 
power,” said Gary Wcnglowski, director of economic research at 
G oldman , Sachs and Co. in a recent report predicting a “relatively 
strong first-year recovery" for the economy. 

As Wcnglowski sees it, this influx of extra buying power steins 
from three primary sources — income tax cuts, declines in oil prices, 
and the sharp rise of the securities markets since mid- 1982. 

The 10 percent tax cut scheduled for July 1 win pump money into 
consumers’ pockets at a rate of $35 billion a year, he says. But even 
before that, there will be tax refunds this spring some $22 billion to 
$26 trillion larger than normal because of widespread overwithhold- 
ing in 1982. 

i Meanwhile, falling oil prices can have the same effect as an addi- 
tional tax cut, by reducing consumers’ biSs for gasoline and home 
beating ofl. With U.S. ofl consumption at about 53 bittioa barrels a 
year, a $5 per barrel price cut multiplies to $273 billion. It is not 
likely that every penny of that would be passed through to consum- 
ers, but Wenglowski estimates that perhaps two-thirds of it would be. 

Lastly, rising stock and bond prices have increased consumers’ net 
worth dramatically. Wenglowski estimates that financial assets 
directly owned by consumers jumped almost $500 billion in market 
value from last June to December, and an additional $100 bflUon or 
lSo since then.

BRUSSELS, March 19 (R) — Senior 
treasury and central bant officials front 
European Economic Community states met 
here ahead of emergency talks between 
finance ministers later Saturday aimed at 
ending a currency crisis in. the European 
Monetary System (EMS). 

Diplomats said the experts were focusing 
on a possible revaluation of West Germany's 
mark and a downward shift in France's 
beleagured franc to end weeks of turmoil on 
European foreign exchange markets. The 
ministerial talks, coming just two days before 
a summit meeting of EEC heads of state, 
were convened by West Germany, after what 
political sources in Paris sad was a French 
threat to pull out of the joint currency float. 

French Finance Minister Jacques Delors 
appeared to be paving the way for a down- 
ward shift in the franc when he told a televi- 
sion interviewer Friday night that it was 
necessary to “de-dramatize these monetary 
adjustments.” France’s central bank has been 
forced to drain its foreign exchange reserves 
to maintain the value of the franc in the EMS 
as investors poured money into marks after 
the re-election two weeks ago of West Ger- 
man Chancellor Helmut Kohl. 

The soaring West German currency has

also pushed weaker currencies like the Bel- 
gian franc, Danish crown and Irish pound 
down to their lowest permitted levels in the 
EMS. Officials arriving for the meeting of the 
community's monetary committee declined 
comment on the likely outcome of the talks. 
Political sources said they expected long and 
difficult bargaining. 

Bankers said that the finance ministers 
would have to agree to a parity change of 
around 1 0 percent between the franc and the 
mark to restore equilibrium to the EMS. The 
diplomats said that the share-out of this 
change — between a mark revaluation 
against all currencies except the strong Dutch 
guilder and a downward shift in the French 
franc — was likely to be one of the most 
difficult issues. 

West Germany, facing near- record unemp- 
loyment and anxious to protect the competi- 
tiveness of its exports, would seek to limit any 
revaluation of the mark. 


The Bonn government would be seeking 
concrete assurances from Paris that the new 
French cabinet expected to be formed later 
this week would take new measures to restore 
the country’s shaky economy. High inflation 
and a worsening trade balance have forced 
the Socialist administration of French Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand to devalue twice in 
less than two years of power. 

The meeting of finance ministers, which 
some diplomats predicted might run until 
Sunday, would be further complicated by 
uncertainty over the position of smaller cur- 
rencies. The diplomats said that while most 
countries favored a revaluation of the mark, 
countries like Belgium, Denmark and Ireland 
could face pressure to agree a parallel 
devaluation of their currencies. 

Belgian Finance Minister Willy de Clercq 
said Friday night that his government, which 
has spent billions of dollars in defending the 
franc over the past few weeks, was deter- 
mined to protect its parity.

Germans clear 
AEG-Telefunken 
deal by France 

WEST BERLIN. March 19 (R) — West 
Germany’s anri- trust authorities have given 
the green light to plans by France's state- 
owned Thomson Brandt group to take con- 
trol of the consumer electronics subsidiary of 
AEG-Telefunken. 

Only last week, Thomson dropped plans to 
buy a majority stake in another West German 
electronics firm, Grundig. after the Cartel 
Office rejected the deal because it would 
have allowed Thomson to dominate the 

German market. Almost immediately. 
Thomson agreed to buy a 75 percent holding 
m AECs unit Telefiinken Femseh Lind 
Rundfonk (TFR). a surprise change of tactics 
in the French firm’s bid to find a West Ger- 
man partner to fight Japanese competition. 

The Cartel Office, which deliberated for 
weeks over the Grundig takeover, had been 
expected to give speedy approval to this 
alternative plan.

U.S. output 

records fall 
of 8.1 percent 

WASHINGTON, March 19 (AP) — 
Industrial production in the major industrial 
countries outside die United States dropped 
1.1 percent in 1982, the largest decline in 
years, the U.S. government reported Friday. 

Four of the seven major countries rep- 
resented in the U.S. Commerce Depart- 
ment’s international trade administration 
index reported declines in their output levels. 

These four countries were West Germany, 
the Netherlands. Italy and Canada. Industrial 
production was up in France, Britain and 
Japan, the other three countries included in 
the government’s index. 

In a special report, the Commerce 
Department said industrial production in the 
United States declined by 8.1 percent in 
1982, the largest drop in many years. The 
United States was not included in the report 
issued Friday. 

Pakistan to get 
WFP assistance 

ROME, March 19 (AFP) — Pakistan, 
Rwanda and Chad are to receive emergency 
food supplies from the World Food Program 
(WFP), it was announced at the program's 
headquarters here Friday. 

The largest allocation, $23.4 million, will 
go to Pakistan to help feed 2.2 million 
Afghan refugees there. The shipment will 
include 80,000 tons of wheat and 5,000 tons 
of powdered milk from the United States. 

Rwanda, meanwhile, will receive $1,426 
million in beans, cooking oil, powdered milk 
and other foods for some 40,000 nationals 
returning from Uganda. 

A total $558,000 in food will be shipped to 
Chad to help cover food costs for two months 
for some 40,000 nationals returning from 
Nigeria. 


Inquiries begin for tankers 


LONDON, March 19 (AFP) — Inquiry, 
albeit of a private nature slowly emerged on 
the tanker market this week following the 
OPEC accord to set new output quotes and 
a'new benchmark oil price of $29 a barrel. 

* But there was still an enormous overabun- 
dance of to;:.'’**"'* in the Gulf area. All sizes 
were in surplus., hut particularly the larger 
sizes. Reports ot large oil stocks emanating 
from Iran soil terminal at Kharg Island, com- 
ing after Iraqi air attacks, kept the undertone 
quite firm in this sector, and small premiums 
were paid over previous rates. A few more 


dean cargoes were placed on the market in 
the Gulf area. 

West Africa attracted more attention, 
probably as a result of the special circums- 
tances agreed by OPEC for Nigeria. The 
Mediterranean, quiet of late, was a tittle more 
active, with Spanish charterers prominent. 

In the Caribbean*. inquiry continued for 
varying sizes — both for the coastal trade and 
the trans-Atlantic (U.SJEuropean) routes. 

The U.K. -continent sector also attracted a 
little more demand including shipments to 
the United States. But the dearth of period 
business continued.

Dollar closes on firm note

JEDDAH, March 19 — The dollar 
closed on a firm basis on the New York 
Friday night markets — aided by a larger 
than expected rise in the weekly U.S. 
money supply figures and divisions within 
the European Monetary System currencies 
(EMS). It was the latter aspect that domi- 
nated the financial markets on Friday with 
reports of as impending meeting of the 
EMS finance ministers over the weekend 
a nd with rumors of deep divisions over pol- 
icy by the French and German authorities. 

In Germany, the Bundes Bank interested 
heavily in support of the French, Belgian 
francs as well as the Danish currency, but 
most focus was on the French franc which 
fen 7.01 levels from 6.9385 on Thursday. 

In Paris, the French Central Bank moved 


to seD marks as pressure developed against 
that currency to revalue and the mark rose 
to 2.3875 levels from 23990 on Thursday. 
In other currency news, the Swiss franc rose 
to 2.0520 but closed 100 points weaker in 
New York, while the Japanese yen was 
down to 239.95 from 239.00 early Friday 
levels. The British pound stood at a record 
aU time low of 1.4885 levek-down 1 % 
cents on the news that UJC. inflation rate 
was up to 53 percent from 4.9 percent in 
January, and also by apparent little Bank of 
England support. 

On the bullion markets, gold dosed at. 
$415.40 an ounce while silver prices were 
more volatile at $1035 — down from 
$10.65 an ounce. 

On the domestic front, Saturday riyal 
deposit rates remained steady at 7 % — 8 
percent levels for most traded donors. 


Production levels to be kept 

Mexico will avoid price war 


MEXICO CITY, March 19 (AP) — The 
government, celebrating the 45th anniver- 
sary of its expropriation of the Mexican oil 
industry, s aid Friday it will maintain current 
production levels as it seeks to avoid a price 
war with other petroleum producers. 

Mario Ramon Beteta, director of the state 
Pemex petroleum monopoly, also pledged to 
rout corruption which has “stained the 
image” of the government-controlled indus- 
try. Beteta said Mexico would hold produc- 
tion at 2.75 milli on barrels daily, with exports 
of 1.5 million, half of which goes to the 
United States. “We are dealing with the 
establishment of a more just and more stable 
system, while at the same time defending our 
own prices,” Beteta said, speaking at cere- 


monies in Tula, 80 kms north of the capital, 
marking the March 18, 1938, nationalization 
of the oil industry by the then-President Laz- 
aro Cardenas. 

“We are not interested in competing 
unfairly with other producers, nor do we want 
to be iefr behind the competition ” Beteta 
said. Beteta 1 s comments, part of an annual 
review of the nation’s ofl industry, came five 
days after Mexico matched an OPEC deci- 
sion to cut basic crude prices to $29 a barrel. 

Mexico had been charging $32.50 for its 
high-quality Maya crude prior to the cut, 
$130 less than the old benchmark price 
established by the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries. Mexico is not a 
member of OPEC, but maintains prices close 
to those of the ofl cartel. 


Libya , Soviet Union sign pacts 


MOSCOW, March 19 (R)— Libya and the 
Soviet Union signed new agreements on 
economic cooperation Friday and said their 
regular contacts were aimed at strengthening 
economic cooperation and shared political 
aims, the Soviet news agency Tass reported. 

Major Abdul-Salam Jalloud, second-in- 
command to Libyan leader Col. Muammar 
Qaddafi, left Moscow Friday after a three- 
day working visit in which he had several 
rounds of talks with Soviet Prime Minister 
Nikolai Tikhonov. “It was emphasized that 
meetings between the leaders of the two 
countries, which have acquired a regular 
character, are aimed both at further streng- 
thening economic cooperation and at attain- 


ing the goals of struggle for peace, for the 
removal of the dangers of war, and for 
detente” Tass said. 

Tass said documents on economic and 
technical cooperation were signed by Libyan 
Secretary for Atomic Power Engineering 
Abdul Majid Gaud and Secretary of the 
Soviet Committee for Foreign Economic 
Relations Semyon Skachkov. But no details 
were released. 

Tass said Maj. Jalloud and Tikhonov 
devoted much of their talks to the Middle 
East situation and heavily criticized the 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon and Washinf 
ton's role during the conflict-

Bird helps Celtics 
escape Nets’ snare 


NEW YORK, March 1 9 (AP) —The Bos- 
ton Celtics, who aren't accustomed to fight- 
ing for second place, took it out on the team 
trying to catch them. 

The New Jersey Nets hoped to take advan- 
tage of a Boston slump to pull within two 
games of the Celtics in the Atlantic Division, 
but instead found themselves four games 
behind after a 116-103 defeat Friday night 

The victory snapped a four-game losing 
streak for Boston, its longest in four National 
Basketball Association seasons. The Celtics 
did it with the kind of intensity fans have 
become accustomed while the team won 
three straight division championships and 
one NBA tide. 

Larry Bird scored 23 points and keyed two 
Boston spurts th.at put away New Jersey. He 
had six points during a 14-2 Celtics run that 
turned a 19-19 tie into a 33-21 lead. Then, 
after the Nets scored the first eight points of 
the second half to trim a 17-point deficit to 
70-62, Boston responded with an 8-0 run of 
its own, as Bird scored seven. 

Kevin McHale added 19 points on 8- 
for-12 shooting for the Celtics. The final 
margin was the closest New Jersey got after 
Bird restored the 17-point lead as die Nets 
scored the last 10 points of the game. Darryl 
Daw kins scored 19 points and Albert King 
added IS to lead New Jersey. Boston guard 
Quinn Buckner had 17 points, all in the first 
half. 

Sonics 147, Nuggets 117: Kiki Vandeweghe 
scored 31 points and reserve forward Greg 
Kelser added a season-high 30 as Seattle 
stopped Denver’s 11-game winning streak.

ATLANTIC CITY, New Jersey, March 19 
fR) — Michael Spinks stayed on the run — 
“It was like the television show 'The 
Untouchables’” — to become undisputed 
world light-heavyweight boxing champion 
here Friday night. 

Spinks, the World Boxing Association 
(WBA) champion, beat fellow- American 
Dwight Braxton, the World Boxing Co imcil 
fWBC) tit! eh older, on the scorecards of all 
three judges to win the 15-round showdown 
at the Atlantic City Convention Hall. Pepper- 
ing Braxton's face with snapping left jabs, 
while avoiding the relentless Braxton during 
most of the bout, the 26-year-old Spinks 
became the first fighter for 21 years to 
become undisputed holder of the light- 
heavyweight crown. 

“It was like the television show *The 
Untouchables',” Spinks said. “I became 
untouchable. I wouldn't let him get dose. He 
couldn't land a punch, hardly. I kept moving 
and stayed out of the way. And I hit Him with 
the jab all night. I beat him with the jab.” 
Spinks, in winning his 27th consecutive pro- 
fessional fight, took 10 of the 15 rounds. 
Braxton finished strongly to win the last two 
rounds. 

Braxton, losing for only the second time, 
commented: “It was more or less a track 
meet. I had to catch him. I thought he’d stand 
still." In the eighth round, Braxton, nearly 
eight inches (20.3 centimeters) shorter than 
the 6-foot 2-Vi inch (1.89 meters) Spinks, 
came closest to catching his man. 

He caught the WBA champion with a solid 
right to the chest that dropped Spinks on the 
seat qf his pants. But Spinks rose at the count 
of four and then took a mandatory standing 
eight-count. It was the only knockdown of 
the fight. Braxton also won the next round 


when he connected with some punishing 
rights. But Spinks regained control from the 
10th to 13 th before having to weather Brax- 
ton’s strong finish. 

Braxton blamed bis defeat on his failure to 
apply more pressure on Spinks. “I didn’t stick 
to my fight plan like I should have,” said 
Braxton, 30, who turned professional at the 
age of 25 after serving 5-% years in prison for 
armed robbery. “My plan was to stay on top 
of him. But I let him run and hustle. And I 
didn't press the issue like I should have.” 

Spinks suggested that the knockdown 
occurred because Braxton stepped on his 
feet “You saw him step on my feet a couple 
of times," Spinks said. “If they want to call it 
a knockdown, who cares?” 

But Spinks would not criticize Braxton, 
with whom he sparred more than 100 rounds 
before both men won their titles. “Dwight’s 
my buddy” he said.

Prem calls snap poll 
as a rebuff to parties 
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BANGKOK, March 19 (AP) — Thai- 
land's Prime Minister Gen. Prem Tin- 
sulanonda Saturday called a soap general 
election for April 1 8, in a move seen hens as a 
rebuff to political parties instrumental in 
defeating army-backed constitutional 
changes in the parliament three days ago. 

An announcement from King Bhumipoi 
Adulyadej dissolving parliament and setting 
the election date was read on afl radio and 
television stations Saturday night 

It climaxed a month of fierce constitutional 
debate here in which the army attempted to 
restructure the appointed Senate and prevent 
full powers from devolving to the House of 
^Representatives after April 21. 

The King's statement said that election 
procedures decided upon by parliament dur- 
ing its vote Wednesday would bring “unrest 
and violence to the political, economic and 
: social life of the country” and “disrupt demo- 
cracy.” 

The constitutional debate, which began in 
- January, bad created conflict among citizens 
( and politicians, said the five-minute state-

Indira shares 
U.N. award 
with Chinese 

UNITED NATIONS, March 19 (AP) — 
Indian Prime Minis ter Indira Gandhi and the 
family planning minister who made China 
seif-sufficient in contraceptives were picked 
Friday to share the first annual United 
Nations Population Award. 

Mrs. Gandhi and Qian Xinzhong were cho- 
sen bya 10-nation committee from among 71 
nominees, including government officials, 
scientists and institutions involved in family 

p lanning . 

Anwarul Karim Chowdhury of Banglad- 
esh, chairman of the selection committee, 
told anews conference that each laureate is to 
receive a diploma, gold medal and a cash 
prize of $12,500 at a ceremony in the UN. 
General Assembly hall here next June. 

The award was created by a 1981 General 
Assembly resolution to honor “the most out- 
standing contribution to the awareness of 
population questions or to their solutions, by 
an individual or individuals, or by an institu- 
tion.” The prize money comes from volun- 
tary contributions by UN. member states. 

A citation said that Mrs. Gandhfs” leader- 
ship in creating awareness and understanding 
of population issues, especially at the indi- 
vidual and community levels, has been of cru- 
cial importance to the success of India’s fam- 
ily planning program.” The committee said 
she also had” helped to form a strong political 
commitment rising above parity lines, enabl- 
ing both governmental and non- 
governmental bodies to promote family 
planning with confidence and dedication. As 
a result of efforts under her leadership, the 
birth rate in India has been reduced from 42 
per 1,000 in 1965-70 to 35.3 per 1,000 in 
1975-80.” 

In honoring Qian, the committee noted 
that be had “organized medical workers and 
scientists for research on contraceptives, 
resulting in Chinese self-sufficiency in con- 
traceptive production and in a system which 
provides free contraceptives” and had “facili- 
tated adoption of national population policy 
through research and education, contributing 
to China’s dedining growth rate of popula- 
tion, (from 2 percent in the early 1 950s to 1 .4 
percent in the latter half of the 1970s) and 
increase in average life expectancy (from 36 
years in 1949 to 68 years in 1981).” 


The elections will now be held on a bass of 
votes for individual candidates and not on a 
party list system. The list system was due to 
come into effect after April 2 1 , along with the 
new provirions diminishing the Senate’s 
power. 

The army, led by Commander in Chief 
Gen. Arthit Kamlang-Ek and bis assistant 
Chief of Staff Gen. Chaovaht Young- 
chaiyuth, had been critical of Thailand’s 
political party set-up during the intensifying 
debate in the past few months. 

They reopened an older question on the 
role of the army in politics. Arthit said that 
the army was the most suitable institution in 
the country to guide Thailand toward true 
democracy. 

However, leaders of Thailand’s three 
major political parties — afl members of 
Pre ill’s, current three-party coalition — 
warned of a move toward dictatorship. The 
army’s move to retain the powers of the 
appointed Senate was voted down Wednes- 
day by representatives and senators after a 
month-long special session and demonstra- 
tions outside parliament.

Videotape censorship alleged 

Networks protest to Soviets 


NEW YORK, March 19 (AP) —The three 
major U.S. television networks complained 
Friday that Soviet customs agents have begun 
screening incoming and outgoing videotape 
case ties, an action which two network offi- 
cials called “censorship ” 

The protests were prompted by a report 
that NBC News' Moscow correspondent bad 
been told by customs officials that all vid- 
eotape would be screened before shipment 
The correspondent, Stan Bernard, said one 
shipment of videotape was delayed at the 
airport in Moscow. 

The Soviet Foreign Ministry was dosed 
Saturday and could not be contacted for 
comment. 

Van Gordon Sauter, president of CBS 
News, sent a letter to Anatoly Dobrynin, 
Soviet ambassador to the U.S. in Washing- 
ton, saying he “strongly protest^’ such action 
and called it “a clear case of censorship of the 
news’’ and a violation of the Helsinki acoords. 

CBS spokeswoman Geraldine Newton said 
CBS had not encountered any- problems in 
shipping videotape from Moscow, but that 
word of an incident involving NBC prompted 
Sauter to protest to Dobrynin. 

“It is clear that such action would have an 
immediate and chifling affect on our ability to 
report fairly and accurately from the Soviet 
Union,” Sauter wrote. CBS released copies 
of the letter here. Re uve n Frank, president of 


NBC News, asked the U.S. State Department 
to look into the matter. 

“This action apparently amounts to an 
imposition of censorship. We will vigorously 
oppose it,” said ABC News president Roone 
Artedge, whose statement was released in 
Washington. “We will attempt to convince 
the Soviet government to reconsider.” 

ABC spokeswoman Elise Adde said the 
network had not been notified by the 
Soviets of any new regulation, and had not 
tried to ship any tape since the NBC incident. 

State Department press officer Rush 
Taylor said the U.S. Embassy in Moscow was 
attempting to confirm the reports with Soviet 
officials. He refused to discuss what action 
might be taken if it was confirmed. 

In Moscow, Bernard said be was told of the 
new policy by customs officials Thursday 
when be tried to ship some file footage to 
New York via Frankfurt. 

“When we arrived at the airport yesterday 
they said a new policy is in effect, under which 
the tapes must be there four hours before 
flight time because 'we need time to screen 
the material,’ ’’ Bernard said. 

He said the Soviets granted NBC an excep- 
tion because they bad not been informed of 
the rule, but tbe video casettes were not on 
the plane when it arrived in Frankfurt. Ber- 
nard said the tapes were found at Moscow 
International Airport. 


4 Zimbabwean whites slain 


HARARE, Zimbabwe, March 19 (AP) — 
Zimbabwe dissidents shot dead an elderly 
white Matabel eland couple and their two 
teen-age granddaughters, raising fears of a 
new wave of terror against blade and white 
civilians in the troubled province. 

Eric Stratford, 66, his wife Christine, 62, 
and two visiting grandchildren aged 12 and 
15, were shot through their heads with the 
StratfordsT revolver at their “secret valley” 
farm in tbe Nyamandhkjvu region of central 
Matabeleland just after dusk Friday. 

Six dissidents inarched the four whites at 
gunpoint from tbe house and paraded them 
before farm laborers, some of whom had ear- 
lier told the gunmen Stratford was “a bad 
boss,” government Information Director Jus- 
tin Nyoka said in a statement. 

“The laborers repeated their allegations,” 
Nyoka said. “The Straff ords, their grandchfl- 




dren and the bandits went inside where the 
bandits shot all four with the Stratfords’ 
revolver. Then, they ransacked the house.” 

Police sources said Stratford and his wife 
were tied together in the kitchen of their 
house, north of the Matabeleland provincial 
capital of Bulawayo. All four whites were 
shot through the head “in classic terrorist 
execution style,” one police investigator told 
the Associated Press. 

Director Nyoka. in a statement, blamed 
dissidents loyal to runaway opposition leader 
Joshua Nkomo for the slayings. 

More than 2,000 Nkomo loyalists deserted 
from the national army 13 months ago in 
anger and humiliation over the Zimbabwe 
African Peoples’ Union president’s dismissal 
from the coalition government for allegedly 
plotting a coup against Prime Minister 
Robert Mugabe.

ATHENS, March 19 (R) — Greece and 
the United States, tbeir relations over- 
shadowed by allegations from Athens of U.S. 
interference in its affairs, have resumed talks 
about tbe future of American bases in this 
country. Tbe talks bad been interrupted for a 
week after Athens had demanded greatly 
increased American military aid. 

Greek officials said they were resumed on 
tbe initiative of the Americans. U.S. 
negotiator Reginald Bartholomew met the 
Greek undersecretary for foreign affairs, 
Yannis Kapsis, for two and a half hours 
Saturday following a 90-minute meeting 
between tbe two men Friday night, tbeir first 
encounter since March 11. 

Neither side would comment on tbe talks 
or say when the next meeting would take 
place. Tbe Greek officials said Bartholomew 
bad telephoned Kapsis Friday morning to 
propose a new meeting. 

Left-wing Greek newspapers reacted 
angrifly Saturday to a report, confirmed by 
the government, that the United States bad 
expressed concern.' .. to the Socialist 
administration over a ' joint Greek- Soviet 
communique issued last month. 

Government spokesman Dimitrios 
Maroundas Friday night described as genuine 
an item published in a satirical magazine 
which was said to be a U.S. note to Greece 
expressing worry over Greek support for 
Soviet foreign policy positions. 

Tbe official news agency ANA Saturday 
quoted Maroudas as saying: “No one can 
interfere in the exercise of our multidimen- 
sional and nationally proud foreign policy.” 
The afternoon newspaper Ekfierotypia said 
of the note that “the blackmail has not stop- 
ped." 

The Communist paper Rb/upattis accused 
Washington of putting “asphyxiating pres- 
sure” on Greece. ANA said U.S. Assistant 
Secretary of State Richard Burt bad given the 
note to a Greek Embassy official in Washing- 
ton. 

The embassy had been instructed not to 
reply on grounds that this would create a 
precedent for U.S. interference in Greece, 
the news agency said. As published in Greek 
by Poatiki magazine, the note took exception 
to Greek support for Warsaw Pact non- 
aggression proposals, nuclear-free zones, and 
tbe principle of” equality” between East and 
West. 

When the U.S.- Greek talks reached dead- 
lock eight days ago, informed sources said 
Greece bad demanded military aid worth a 
billion dollars if tbe four bases were to stay. 
This would have included early warning sys- 
tems to cover its air space. 

The sources said other issues were whether 
any new agreement would include a provision 
for tbe bases’ eventual withdrawal, and 
whether Greece would be allowed tighter 
control of the bases’ activities. 

Tbe influential newspaper Kathimerim said 
Saturday that Bartholomew was expected to 
convey Washington’s latest views on the aid 
demands and also to give the U.S. position on 
bow tbe bases should be described. 

Salvador seeks 
American radar 

WASHINGTON, March 19 (AP) — Tbe 
El Salvadoran Army has asked the United 
States for radar to counter a sharp increase in 
air shipments of equipment to leftist 
insurgents, a senior State Department official 
said Friday. 

“The air infiltration is considerably above 
anything we’ve seen before,” the official said. 
He also disclosed for tbe first time that 
Algeria had joined the ranks of countries 
sending equipment to the rebel movement. 

A week ago. Pentagon officials said the 
United States planned to establish a radar 
station in Honduras to track small planes sus- 
pected of carrying arms from Nicaragua to 
the Salvadoran rebels. 

Although tbe official description was to 
monitor tbe safety of U.S. air traffic in the 
area. Pentagon officials made it dear at the 
time that the station’s main purpose would be 
to track suspected arms flights. 
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Umberto’s body taken 
to French burial place 


GENEVA, Man* 19 (Agencies) — Tbe 
body of Italy’ s last lung, Umberto n, has been 

taken to Hautecombe abbey in France, 
sepulchre of the royal House of Savoy for 
burial Thursday, a family spokesman said 
Saturday. 

The body of the 78-year old monarch, who 
died here Friday after 36 years of exile and a 
lengthy bout with cancer, was moved from 
Geneva’s cantonal (state) hospital around 
midnigh t focal time, the spokesman said. 

Umberto, who reigned just 26 days before 
Italians, embittered by tire rule of his father 
King Vittorio Emmamiele during the fascist 
dictatorship of Benito Mussolini, abolished 
the monarchy, died without realizing his last 
wish to stand on Italian soil one more time. 

A spokesman for the royal family in Rome 
said Friday the last word be uttered was 
“Italia.” A family spokesman here said 
Umberto's son, Vittorio Emmanuele, his 
grandson Emmanuele FUiberto, 11 and a 

granddaughter Princess Elizabeth, 11, went 
with the body in a private hearse to the abbey 
on Lake Bouiget, about 100 miles west of 
h ere. 

‘Newsy’ TV film 
stirs U.S. row 

NEW YORK, March 19 (R) — A tele- 
vision film that tells in news-like fashion of 
anti-nuclear protesters threatening to 
blow up a southern U.S. city has stirred 
controversy even before its scheduled 
showing on a national TV network. 

Tbe film, called Special BuBetia, will be 
broadcast by NBC on Sunday but one sta- 
tion affiliated with the network is refusing 
to carry tire program on grounds that it is 
irresponsible and could frighten people. 
NBC itself has ordered up to 10 additional 
warning messages flashed on the screen at 
key moments during the program to tell 
viewers they are watching a dramatiza- 
tion. 

A network spokesman said the warn- 
ings were designed to ensure there was no 
public panic such as that set off in 1938 by 
Orson Welles’ radio dramatization of War 
of the Worlds, the H.G. Wells story about 
an invasion of earth from Mars. That 
program, done in realistic style, caused 
many listeners across the United States to 
believe a Martian attack was actually 
under way. 

Ed Zwick. director of Special Bulletin, 
said he feared the reaction within the 
industry to the form given to tbe drama 
was obscuring discuss on of its content. 
Special BuBetut concerns a threat to set off 
a nuclear explosion in Charleston, South 
Carolina, made by a former Pentagon 
weapons planner, a nudear physicist, a 
social worker, a black poet and an ex- 
convict.

A political campaign to allow his 
return on humanitarian grounds had been 
gatherin g momentum in recent weeks and 
President Sandro Fertini said last month that 
he hoped the former king would be allowed 
to return. 

Oscar Mammi , a member of tire small 
Republican Party, who supported moves in 
parliament to speed the ex-king’ s return, said 
Friday mgfit: “We have missed the opportun- 
ity of malting a gesture which would have 
honored the Italian republic.” 

The country’s shrinking band of monar- 
chists, represented by the small but vocal 
Italian Monarchist Union, believe Umberto 
and his father should be interred in the 
Pantheon in Rome alongside King Umberto I 
and Victor Emmanuele II. Now that 
Umberto is dead, most political commen- 
tators see little possibility that parliament wfll 
allow his onty son. Prince Victor Emmanuele, 
to return to Italy.
